Chairman Brungot read a letter from County Commissioners 
and County Treasurer asking for granting a loan of $100,000 in 
anticipation of taxes for county expenses. After explanation 
Dussault of Berlin made motion to permit loan and Alls of Cole- 
brook seconded the motion. Unanimously voted by the Com- 
mittee. 


Annis of Millsfield made motion to adjourn and so voted. 
Harry Alls, Clerk pro tem. 
Hilda Brungot, Chairman. 


A meeting of the Coos County Finance Committee was 
held at the Coos County Farm at West Stewartstown with 
members, Brungot, Cornelius, Ferguson, Stinson, Fortier, 
Bouchard and Dussault present—only member absent was 
Elmer Annis of Millsfield. 


County finances for the first quarter were discussed and 
the matron and superintendent were called in and explained 
the increase in the pay roll at the county farm. Other financial 
questions discussed and the committee was assured of the new 
X-Ray machine being contracted for. 

Meeting was adjourned on motion of Mr. Dussault, sec- 
onded by Mr. Ferguson.

Coos County Delegation met in Room 306, State House, 
Concord, N.H., at 9:30 A.M. 


Chairman Brungot opened meeting and clerk called the 
roll. The following members were present: Dussault, Roy, 
Sheridan, Fortier, Brungot, Christianson, Bouchard, Fontaine, 
Gagnon, Alls, Hurlbert, Ross, Ferguson, Cornelius, Bushey, 
Charbonneau, Phelan, Baker—18 in all. Quorum being present. 


Fortier of Berlin called for House Bill No. 502.—a bill to 
increase salary for sheriff for Coos County. Fortier of Berlin 
made motion to take H.B. 502 off the table. Fontaine seconded, 
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motion carried. Fortier made motion H.B. 502 ought to pass— 
seconded by Gagnon. Discussion. Motion made to amend H.B. 
502, paragraph 2, by striking out the word and figures Janu- 
ary 1, 1955 and inserting the word and figures, January lI, 
1956, so as to read: This act shall take effect January 1, 1956. 
Motion carried by 12 votes in favor, 3 against. Fortier made 
motion that the bill as amended ought to pass. Gagnon see- 
onded. Motion carried by vote of 11 to 5. 


Bouchard of Berlin brought up question of another amend- 
ment. Fortier then made motion to reconsider the bill and 
put bill back on second reading, seconded by Sheridan. Dis- 
cussion. This motion was carried by a vote of 11 to 5. Bouchard 
then made a motion for the following amendment to raise the 
salary of Coos County Treasurer to $500.00. This was secondec:: 
by Fortier: 


Amend the title of said bill by striking out the same 
and inserting in place thereof the following: 


An Act relative to the salaries of the sheriff and 
treasurer of the County of Coos. 


Amend said bill by inserting after Section 1 the follow- 
ing new section: 


2. Coos County Treasurer. Amend Section 13, Chap- 
ter 48, Revised Laws, as amended by Chapter 66, Laws of 
1945, Chapter 257, Laws of 1947, Chapter 179, Laws of 
1953 (Section 14, Chapter 29 RSA) by striking out the 
word “four” in the thirteenth line and inserting in place 
thereof the word, five, so that said section as amended 
shall read as follows: 138. Salaries. The annual salaries 
of the treasurers of the several counties to be in full for 
their services and allowances of every kind, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be as follows: 


In Rockingham, eight hundred dollars. 
In Strafford, four hundred dollars. 

In Belknap, three hundred dollars. 

In Carroll, five hundred dollars. 

In Merrimack, six hundred dollars. 

In Hillsborough, twelve hundred dollars. 
In Cheshire, four hundred dollars. 

In Sullivan, four hundred dollars. 

In Grafton, five hundred dollars. 

In Coos, five hundred dollars. 
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To the foregoing sums shall be added a reasonable sum for 
all necessary expenses upon order of the county commis- 
sioners. ' 

Further amend said bill by renumbering Section 2 to 
read Section 3. 


Discussion and Sheridan asked for a roll call. The following 
votes yes: Dussault, Fortier, Roy, Sheridan, Christianson, 
Bouchard, Gagnon, Ross, Bushey, Charbonneau, Phelan. 11 
votes. The following were opposed: Alls, Hurlbert, Ferguson, 
Cornelius, Baker, Fontaine passed. 5 voted against. Motion 
carried. 

Fortier made motion that H.B. 502 pass as amended. 
Bouchard seconded and motion carried by a vote of 11 to 5. 


Senate Bill No. 74, legalizing a meeting of the Coos County 
Convention, was called for, to be taken from the table. Mr. 
Ferguson made motion inexpedient to legislate. Seconded by 
Baker and vote was unanimously carried. 


Christianson made motion to adjourn, seconded by Fortier, 
and carried. 


Meeting adjourned.

The Coos County Delegation met April 26, 1955 in Room 
317 of the State House, Concord, N.H. at 4:00 P.M. Chairman 
Brungot opened the meeting. Several visitors from the County 
Farm and Colebrook were. present. Chairman asked the Dele- 
gation to allow them an open meeting first, so as to let them 
explain their errand. 


Visitors present were: Senator O’Brien, Lancaster, Dr. 
Ww. A. Gifford, and Dr. Marjorie Parsons from Colebrook, and 
Mrs. Elmira Whitcomb, Matron from the County Farm. Chair- 
man called on Dr. Gifford to speak first. Dr. Gifford told of 
the conditions of the X-ray machine at the County Hospital 
and the need of new equipment. He explained that a new 
machine, large enough for the hospital’s present needs would 
cost $6800.00, but they could get a return of $2300.00 for the 
old one, so that a new machine would cost the County $4500.00 
fully installed. Dr. Parsons also spoke about the need of a new 
X-ray machine. Mrs. Whitcomb and Senator O’Brien both went 
on record in favor of a new X-ray machine for the hospital. 
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Visitors were then excused, and Chairman Brungot called 
for an Executive Session. Chairman Brungot asked County 
Commissioners Potter and Hicks to please remain for the 
Delegation meeting. This met with the approval of the dele- 
gation. 


Clerk Bouchard of Berlin being absent, Chairman Brungot 
asked Mrs. Rebecca Gagnon of Berlin to act as Clerk for the 
meeting. This was accepted, and Clerk Gagnon called the roll. 
Members absent were Bouchard of Berlin, Converse of Pitts- 
burg, Simonds of Lancaster, and one delegate to the County 
Convention, Elizabeth Hurlbert of Clarksville. All others were 
present—-24 representatives and 5 delegates to the County Con- 
vention, total 29. 


Chairman Brungot then asked the Vice-Chairman, Mr. 
Cornelius of Lancaster to take over the chairmanship for the 
rest of the meeting. Mr. Cornelius consented only on the con- 
dition that he use his vote on all pending motions, or other 
questions. This was accepted by the delegation. 


Bishop of Gorham called for Senate Bill No. 67, an Act to 
Legalize County Delegation Meeting of March 26. Motion: 
made by Fortier of Berlin, seconded by Ferguson of Jefferson 
that Senate Bill No. 67 be reported inexpedient to legislate. 
Discussion followed as to whether this motion was in order at 
the present time. Chairman Cornelius asked for a recess in 
order to get information from the Attorney General. Later 
meeting again called to order by Chairman Cornelius. Fortier 
of Berlin then withdrew his previous motion in regard to 
Senate Bill No. 67, reason explained that this meeting was 
only called to consider the Budget, that no other bills were 
advertised for the hearing, or could be considered at this time. 


Ross of Gorham made a motion to adjourn, seconded by 
Charbonneau of Groveton. This motion was defeated by a vote 
of 5 in favor and 17 against. 


Chairman Cornelius then asked the delegation to please 
come to order. 


Reconsideration of matters discussed at the County Dele- 
gation Meeting at the County Farm March 25, 1955 was then 
called for and reconsideration accepted. 


Fortier of Berlin then made a motion to reconsider raising 
the Sheriff’s salary. Rines of Carroll seconded this motion. 
Discussion followed, with the following explanetion that as 
House Bill No. 502, an Act Relative to the Salary for the 
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Sheriff of Coos County: was not advertised for this meeting, 
it could not be taken up at the present time, but it would be 
advertised end consideted at a future meetine. Motion was 
then withdrawn and the question tabled. 


Attorney General’s letter was then read to the Delegation 
in regard to the voting rights of the Delegations to the County 
Convention. This showed that the vote taken at the County 
Farm at the March 26 meeting ws not legal. Cons2quently, 
the motion to indefinitely postpone at that time was out of 
order. 


Attorney General’s letter follows: 
“Dear Represent>tive Brungot, 


“You have inquired relative to action which w2s at- 
tempted to be taken at a meeting of the Coos County 
Convention. 


“The salaries of Sheriff of the several counties are 
fixed by statute and not by action of a County Convention. 
See Revised Laws, Chapter 380, as amended by the laws 
of 1953 Chapter 235. Before the Legislature by statute 
has changed the salary of a sheriff, any motion in a County 
Convention to ‘increase the salary of the sheriff’ even if 
adopted would be no more than an expression of intent 
and would not be binding insofar as the salary of said 
officer is coneerned. 

“Since the motion which was made was beyond the 
authority of the Convention to adopt, legalization of the 
meeting at which such action was taken would not affect 
these results. 

“However, nothing which has been previously done by 
the Convention would prohibit the delegation from con- 
sidering a bill relative to increasing such salary provided 
the bill is referred to the ‘Special Committee of the House 
consisting of the members of the Coos County Delegation’. 
In such a case, the Delegation would hold a hearing on the 
bill just as other hearing'’s are held. 

“Non representative members of the Convention would 
be present at the Public Hearing, but would have no vote 
on whether the bill should be reported to the Legislature 
favorable or otherwise.

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Fortier of Berlin called for reconsideration of the motion 
regarding increase appropriation for the Coos County Exten- 
sion Service. Rines of Carroll seconded this motion. Recon- 
sideration prevailed, end Fortier of Berlin made a motion to 
increase the appropriation for the Coos County Extension 
Service by $700.00, to be used for increasing salaries only. 
Ferguson of Jefferson seconded this motion. The vote taken 
was unanimous. 


Motion made at the County Farm meeting in regard to 
increasing the salary of the Superintendent and Matron was 
then discussed, and it was explained as this was part of the 
County Commissioners duties, it should be left to them. 

Sheridan of Berlin then made a motion to add $500.00 to 
the appropriation for the County Farm in the Budget to cover 
an increase in the salary of the Superintendent and Matron, 
this increase to be left to the discretion of the County Com- 
missioners. This motion was seconded by Russell and carried. 


Ferguson of Jefferson then brought up the question of 
continuing the consultation with the Tax Commission on a 
study of setting up a new bookkeeping system in regard to in- 
come and expenses of the County Farm and County Hospital 
in separate accounts. Discussion followed. Ferguson of Jeffer- 
son then made a motion to appoint a committee for this pur- 
pose. Rines of Carroll seconded the motion and it was carried 
unanimously. Chairman Cornelius then appointed Ferguson of 
Jefferson, Bishop of Gorham, and Sheridan of Berlin to see 
the Tax Commission about this problem. 


Reconsideration of the motion to leave the appropriation 
for expenses of the County Delegation at $2500.00, as estimated 
on the County Budget as proposed by the County Commission- 
ers was accepted, and motion to approve same was made by 
Brungot of Berlin, seconded by Fortier of Berlin. This motion 
was carried. 


Reconsideration of motion to buy new laundry equipment 
for the County Farm was then accepted. Sheridan of Berlin 
made a motion to buy new laundry machines for the County 
Farm at a cost of approximately $6300.00. This was seconded 
by Russell of Berlin. Discussion followed, a vote was taken 
and the motion was unanimously accepted. 


Motion was then made by Brungot of Berlin to reconsider 
the motion of buying a new truck for the County Farm. Potter 
of Milan seconded this motion and reconsideration was ac-

cepted. Motion made by Brungot of Berlin seconded by Potter 
of Milan to buy a new truck in replacement of the old one at 
a price of approximately $2500.00. Motion accepted unani- 
mously. 


Fortier of Berlin then made a motion to buy a new X-ray 
machine for the County Hospital as recommended by Drs. 
Gifford and Parsons, also by Mrs. Whitcomb and Senator 
O’Brien, at a cost of $4500.00. This was seconded by Russell 
of Berlin. Motion was unanimously carried. 


Brungot of Berlin made a motion to reconsider and pay 
the mileage for Sheridan of Berlin and Fortier of Berlin on 
their investigation of the Lancaster and Berlin Court House 
repairs. This was seconded by Roy of Berlin and motion was 
carried. 


Sheridan of Berlin made a motion and this motion was 
seconded by Ferguson of Jefferson to repair both Court Houses 
at an approximate cost of $11,000.00. Discussion followed. 
Christianson of Berlin moved the previous question. Sheridan 
of Berlin seconded this motion. On a vote, this motion was 
lost. Sheridan of Berlin later called for a reconsideration of 
this motion and demanded a roll call. On the roll call, the 
following voted in favor of the motion, Sheridan of Berlin, 
Charbonneau of Groveton, Gagnon of Berlin, Christianson of 
Berlin, Fontaine of Berlin and Russell of Berlin (6). Those 
voting against were: Dussault of Berlin, Roy of Berlin, Fortier 
of Berlin, Rines of -Carroll, Stinson of Stratford, Alls of Cole- 
brook, Hurlbert of Errol, Ferguson of Jefferson, Cornelius of 
Lancaster, Annis of Millsfield, Potter of Milan, Bushey of 
Groveton, Phelan of Stark, Baker of Stewartstown, Taylor of 
Whitefield, Emerson of Dalton, Rix of Dummer, Boothman of 
Randolph and Gould of Wentworth’s Location (19 votes). 
Brungot of Berlin and Kidder of Shelburne passed (2). The 
motion was lost. 


Letter from Mrs. Whitcomb at the County Farm to Mrs. 
Brungot was then read to the Delegation in regard to a re- 
quest for a Catholic Mass kit to be used by the Chaplain. Ex- 
planation that this being a religious matter, public money 
could not be used for this purpose. Mrs. Brungot explained 
that she had consulted the women members of the Delegation 
and they felt they would be willing, and might be able to try 
to raise the money by donations, parties, etc., and present a 
Mass kit to the County Farm for this purpose. For this drive, 
Mrs. Brungot asked Mrs. Gagnon to take over the chairman- 
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ship and asked the other women members to assist her as a 
committee. This was agreed to, and accepted. 


In regard to the question raised at former meetings by 
Mrs. Fontaine of Berlin about dispensation of the salary of 
the deceased County Commissioner, Nelson Rich, by the 1953 
Executive Committee, Mrs. Fontaine withdrew her motion and 
this was accepted. 


Fortier of Berlin made a motion, seconded by Brungot 
of Berlin that the delegation approve the Budget for Coos 
County for the year 1955 as estimated by the County Com- 
missioners and amended by the County Delegation at this 
meeting, and that we appropriate $386,505.00 for the 1955 
Budget and raise $262,951.03 by direct taxes. This motion was 
carried. 


Fortier of Berlin then made a motion that the County 
Commissioners and the Treasurer be authorized to sell notes 
in the amount of $13,300.00 and in such amounts dated and 
due at such times as they deem advisable to cover the cost of 
X-ray machine, washing machines, for the laundry at the 
County Farm, and a new truck for the County Farm. This 
motion was seconded by Mrs. Brungot and was carried. 


Ferguson of Jefferson then made the motion to adjourn. 
This was seconded by Mrs. Brungot, and the motion was car- 
ried. Meeting adjourned at 7:30 P.M.

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The Coos County Delegation met at the Coos County Farm 
at West Stewartstown, N.H. Saturday, March 26, 1955 at 
10:00 A.M. 


Visitation and inspection of the County Farm Buildings 
was made by the members of the Delegation from 10 o’clock 
until 11 o’clock. 


Chairman Brungot called the meeting to order at 11 o’clock 
and Clerk Bouchard called the roll. There were 26 members 
present. Members absent were Simonds of Lancaster, Taylor 
of Whitefield, Rines of Carroll, Hurlbert of Clarksville, Alls of 
Colebrook, Baker of Stewartstown, and Converse of Pittsburg. 
The County Commissioners were all present: Roy, Potter, and 
Hicks. 

The following visitors from the Coos County Extension 
Service were present: George Martin, Groveton, President of 
the Coos County Extension Service, Clarence Marshall, Secre- 
tary, Chester Noyes, Vice-President, Robert Phipps, County 
Forester, Lawrence Philbrick, and Senator Daniel O’Brien. 

President George Martin discussed the need of an addi- 
tional appropriation of $700.00 to be earmarked for salary pur- 
poses only. This $700.00 is necessary because of the difficulty 
in getting County Agents and Demonstration Agents at the 
present salaries. All other members of the Coos County Ex- 
tension Service explained the workings of the Farm Bureau 
and they also recommended that this additional $700.00 be ap- 
propriated for salary purposes. A question and answer period 
followed, after which all visitors were excused from the 
meeting. 

An Executive Session was then called by the Chairman. 


Chairman Brungot asked Commissioner Roy to explain 
the reason why notices of the Budget had not been sent to 
the delegates before the public hearing. After explanation, 
Mr. Ferguson of Jefferson moved that Rules and Regulations 
be so far suspended as to permit all matters planned for this 
meeting in regard to the Budget and other business to be 
transacted at this time. This motion was seconded by Mr, 
Emerson of Dalton: Christianson of Berlin asked for a roll 
call, seconded by Ferguson of Jefferson. A roll call was taken 
and the vote was unanimous. The motion was carried.. 

Unfinished business was now called for. Mr. Sheridan 
spoke about repairs for both Court Houses. He made a mo- 
tion that the County Commissioners get estimates on the cost 
of repairs to both Court Houses and present these estimates at

some future meeting. This motion was seconded by Ross of 
Gorham. Mr. Sheridan then moved that the motion be laid on 
the table for the time being. This motion was also seconded 
-by Ross of Gorham, and carried. 


The need for new laundry equipment at the County Farm 
was then discussed. Mr. Whitcomb, Superintendent of the 
County Farm, was called in to give the members detailed in- 
formation in regard to this. He also explained about the need 
of a new truck for the farm. A question and answer period 
followed. This matter was laid on the table for the moment. 


Bouchard of Berlin made a motion to increase the Sheriff’s. 
Salary by $400.00, making it $2200.00. This was seconded by 
Charbonneau of Groveton. Discussion followed. During the 
discussion, recess was called for lunch. After lunch, the meet- 
ing was again called to order and the question brought up: 
regarding the motion to increase the Sheriff’s salary. Mr. 
Fortier asked Mr. Bouchard if he would change his motion to 
increase the salary by $200.00 instead of $400.00. This was 
agreed to Ferguson of Jefferson made a motion to indefinitely 
postpone the increase of $200.00. This was seconded by Emer- 
son of Dalton. A roll call was asked for by Sheridan of Berlin, 
and seconded by Charbonneau of Groveton. The members who 
voted “Yes” were: Hurlbert, Bishop, Ferguson, Cornelius, Pot- 
ter, Annis, Phelan, Stinson, Emerson, Rix, Boothman, Kidder 
and Gould, 13 votes. The members who voted “No” were Dus- 
sault, Fortier, Roy, Russell, Sheridan, Christianson, Bouchard, 
Fontaine, Gagne, Ross, Bushey and Charbonneau, 12 votes. 
The motion for indefinite postponement was passed and the 
motion for salary increase was defeated. 


Fortier of Berlin made a motion to increase the appropria- 
tion for the Coos County Extension Service by $700.00. Cor- 
nelius of Lancaster seconded this motion. A vote was taken, 
24 in favor and 1 against. This motion was carried. 


Sheridan of Berlin brought up the subject of increase in 
salary for the Superintendent and Matron of the County Farm. 
After discussion Mr. Sheridan made a motion to increase the 
salary by $500.00. This motion was seconded by Hurlbert of 
Errol. The motion was voted on and carried, 20 in favor and 
8 against. 


Question was raised by Cornelius of Lancaster as to why 
the rates in the County Hospital were lower than other hospi- 
tals. Commissiaoner Roy was called in to explain. A discussion 
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followed: Ferguson of Jefferson asked several questions and 
the matter was held over for future discussion. 


Cornelius of Lancaster then brought up the matter of 
why Coos County relief does not use more of the Government 
Surplus Foods such as butter, cheese, and dry milk. Commis- 
sioner Roy was called in to explain. Commissioner Roy said we 
eould not cut down a relief family’s allotment; this was strict- 
ly forbidden, and that many border line cases still have some 
pride left and they refuse to sign and answer to all the “red 
tape” required. County Relief uses all the surplus foods they 
can and these foods are given to those willing to accept and 
sign receipts for such foods. 


Bishop of Gorham brought up the question of estimated 
revenue from the County Farm and County Hospital and ques- 
tioned why the County Hospital should show a profit instead of 
the County Farm. After discussion and explanation, suggestion 
was made to consult the Tax Commission about setting up a 
new bookkeeping system in regard to Income and Expense of 
the County Farm and Hospital. Bishop of Gorham made a mo- 
tion that the Chairman appoint a committee of three to consult 
with Tax Commission in regard to setting up same. Chairman 
appointed the following committee: Ferguson of Jefferson, 
Bishop of Gorham, and Sheridan of Berlin. 


Fontaine of Berlin raised the question of why last year’s 
Finance Committee paid out to Commissioner Rich’s salary to 
his widow and the two Acting County Commissioners. It was 
explained that it has always been the custom to pay the salary 
to the widows and acting officials who serve during the time 
that office is unoccupied, or until another new official is ap- 
pointed. The former Finance Committee acted in good faith 
and felt it could cost the County more than double this amount 
to call the delegation together for this purpose. Question laid 
aside for later consideration. 


Bishop of Gorham then made a motion to cut the cost of 
expenses of the County Delegation to $2,000.00. This was sec- 
onded by Sheridan; a vote was taken and the motion was de- 
feated by a vote of 17 to 8. 

Sheridan of Berlin made a motion to buy laundry equip- 
ment for the laundry at the County Farm. This was seconded 
by Russell of Berlin. The cost of this equipment will be approx- 
imately $6300.00. The vote was unanimous on this motion. 

Ferguson of Jefferson made a motion to buy a new truck 
in replacement of an old one, at a price of approximately 
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$2000.00. It was seconded by Potter of Milan. On the vote 
taken, 21 voted in favor and 3 against. 


Sheridan of Berlin made a motion, seconded by Roy of Ber- 
lin to repair both Court Houses at an approximate cost of 
$11,000.00. Fortier of Berlin asked for a roll call. This was 
seconded by Bouchard of Berlin. On the roll eall the follow- 
ing voted “Yes’”—Dussault, Roy, Russell, Sheridan, Fontaine, 
Gagne, Hurlbert, Bishop, Ross, Bushey, Charbonneau, Phelan, 
Rix, Boothman, Kidder, 15 votes. The following members 
voted “No”—Fortier, Christiansen, Bouchard, Ferguson, Cor- 
nelius, Potter, Annis, Stinson, Emerson, and Gould, 10 votes. 
The motion was carried. 


Bishop of Gorham made a motion that we appropriate 
$386,505.00 for the 1955 Budget, and that we raise $262,951.03 
by direct taxes. A roll call was asked for the vote was unani- 
mous. 


Bishop of Gorham made a motion that the County Commis- 
sioner and Treasurer be authorized to sell notes in the amount 
of $20,000.00 in such amounts dated and due at such time as. 
they may deem advisable to cover the Court House Repairs,. 
Washing Machines for the Laundry and Truck Replacement for 
the County Farm. Dussault of Berlin seconded this motion. 
Roy of Berlin asked for a roll call. This was seconded by Fon- 
taine. On the roll call, the following voted ‘“Yes’—Dussault,. 
Roy, Russell, Sheridan, Fontaine, Gagne, Hurlbert, Bishop, Ross, 
Bushey, Charbonneau, Stinson, Rix, Boothman, Kidder, Gould 
and Phelan, 17 votes. The following voted “No”’—Fortier, Chris- 
tensen, Bouchard, Ferguson, Cornelius, Potter, Annis, Emerson, 
8 votes. The motion was carried. 


Bouchard of Berlin made a motion to pay the mileage for 
Sheridan and Fortier on their investigation of the Lancaster 
Court House repairs. This was seconded by Roy of Berlin and. 
carried by an unanimous vote. 


Sheridan of Berlin made a motion to adjourn. This motion 
was seconded by Ross of Gorham, and unanimously carried. 
The meeting adjourned at 5.10 P.M.

Gentlemen: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, Section 27, 
of the Revised Laws, the biennial audit and examination of the 
accounts of Coos County has been made by this Division. The 
audit covered the fiscal years ended December 31, 1953 and 
December 31, 1954. Submitted herewith is the report of this 
audit including Exhibits as hereafter listed. The report is made 
up in three sections as follows: 


Section I— Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1953 
Section II] — Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1954 
Section IJ] —Ten Year Statement of County Taxes 


Assessed, Net Debt and Bonded Debt 
Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and examination were the accounts 
and records of the Board of County Commissioners, County 
Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and Superintendent of 
the County Farm and Hospital. 


Financial Reports 


Comparative Balance Sheets: (Exhibits A and H) 


Comparative Balance Sheets for the fiscal years ended De- 
cember 31, 1952-1953, and December 31, 1953-1954, are pre- 
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sented in Exhibits A and H respectively. As indicated therein, 
the Surplus decreased by $927.48 in 1953, and $21,916.03 in 1954. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition:

Statements presenting an analysis of the factors which 
affected the change in financial condition of the County during 
the fiscal years ended December 31, 1953 and December 31, 1954, 
are included in Exhibits B and I, respectively.

Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1953 (Exhibits C and D) 
Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1954 (Exhibits J and K) 


In the fiscal year ended December 31, 1953, a net revenue 
surplus of $28,397.57, less a net overdraft of appropriations of 
$4,977.21, resulted in a net budget surplus of $23,420.36. 


In 1954 a net revenue surplus of $238,444.09, less a net over- 
draft of appropriations of $8,598.07, resulted in a net budget 
surplus of $14,846.02. 


Summaries of Receipts and Expenditures: 


Fiscal Year Ended December 31, 1953 (Exhibit E)

Summaries of the receipts and expenditures of the County, 
made up in accordance with the uniform classification of ae- 
counts, for the fiscal years ended December 31, 1953 and 1954, 
are presented in Exhibits E and L, respectively. 


Accounts of Commissioners and Treasurer 


All orders issued by the Commissioners end Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the periods under review were examined 
and compared with the Treasurer’s records. Supporting in- 
voices and payrolls were also examined and the classification of 
expenditures noted. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of De- 
cember 31, 1953 and December 31, 1954, is shown in Exhibits. 
E-1 and L-1, respectively. ' 


Clerk of the Superior Court 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of the Super- 
ior Court of Coos County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be properly 
recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were supported by 
invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the approval of a Super- 
ior Court Justice. 


County Farm and Hospital 
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The accounts and records of the Superintendent of the 
County Farm =nd County Hospital-were examined. Reegints of 
the Farm from the sale ‘of milk and cream, wood, livestock and 
produce, and from boarders were checked by source through 
the triplicate receipt forms. All receipts of the Farm and Hos- 
pital, as recorded in the cash book, were properly accounted 
for by the Superintendent through deposits in the b>nk to the 
credit of the County Treasurer’s accounts. 


Classified summaries of receipts and expenditures of the 
County Institutions for the years 1953 and 1954 are presented 
in Exhibits end M, respectively. 


General Comments 


Overdrafts of Appropriations: 


It is noted that in the years 1953 and 1954, there were net 
overdrafts of appropriations amounting to $4,977.21 and 
$8,598.07, respectively. In other words, the total expenditures 
for all purposes exceeded the total budgetary appropriations by 
these amounts. 


In this connection attention is called to New Hampshire 
Revised Statutes Annotated, Chapter 24, Section 15, which pro- 
vides as follows: 


“Exeeeding Appropriations. No county commissioner shall 
. pay, or agree to pay, or incur any liability for the payment 
of, any sum of money for which the county convention has 
made no appropriation, or in excess of any appropriation 
so made except for the payment of judgments rendered 
against the county. In the case of an emergency, however, 
county commissioners may apply to the executive commit- 
tee, which, efter a public hearing, may grant to the county 
commissioners authority in writing to make such emergency 
payment. Whenever it appears that the amount appropri- 
ated for a specific purpose will not be used in whole or part 
for such purpose, the county commissioners may use such 
sum to augment other appropriations, if necessary, provided 
the total payments for all purposes do not exceed the total 
sum of appropriations in any year made by the county 
convention.” 


Whenever it appears that circumstances may make it 
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necessary to exceed the total amount of budgetary appropria- 
tions, application should be made by the County Commissioners 
to the Executive Committee of the County convention for author- 
ity to make such emergency expenditures. 


Adjusted Hospital Costs: 


At the request of a legislative committee which was ap- 
pointed to make a study of hospital costs, a special analysis in 
connection therewith was made by the Auditors. 


The total amount of actual expenditures made on account 
of the County Hospital in the year 1954 was $67,876.66. This is 
indicated in the published County report for that year and in 
Exhibit M of this report. Included in these expenditures are 
only such items as were wholly chargeable to hospital expenses 
and which in no way were applicable to the other sections of 
the County Institution. These included salaries and wages of 
nurses, technicians and other hospital personnel, hospital sup- 
plies and equipment and other expenditures made exclusively 
for hospital purposes. 


However to present a true picture of the real cost of oper- 
ating the County Hospital, there are other factors which have 
to be taken into consideration. Inasmuch as the hospital occu- 
pies a part of the County Institution certain costs which are 
charged to the County Farm and classified under “Operation 
and Maintenance of Plant” must be divided and a reasonable 
part of such costs allocated to hospital expenses. Included in 
this category were expenditures for salary and labor payrolls, 
food and provisions, plant supplies, fuel, light and water, tele- 
phone service and other miscellaneous items. The division of 
such costs, expressed in terms of percentage, was made only 
after a thorough discussion of the subject with the Superin- 
tendent. Exhibit N-1 contains a detailed statement showing the 
allocation of such costs between the County Farm and Hospital. 


The item of insurance was treated separately inasmuch as 
the County is covered by blanket insurance which includes all 
County property. A fair division seemed to be on the basis of 
50% for the County Institution and 50% for other County 
property. Therefore one-half of the insurance chargeable to the 
County Institution was allocated to the hospital expense. 


The next factor to be considered pertains to the food 
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products (meat, poultry, eggs, milk and vegetables) raised at 
the County Farm and consumed at the hospital. The market 
value of all such products raised at the farm during the year 
and consumed at the institution was arrived at by using the 
production records of the superintendent and the unit prices for 
the various items. Unit prices were determined on the basis of 
prices actually charged for food products sold outside the insti- 
tution and reliable market bulletins. The matter of the alloca- 
tion of cost of food products raised and consumed at the County 
Institution was discussed with the superintendent and it was 
agreed that the division be made on the basis of population 
which seemed to be about equally divided between the farm 
and hospital. Hence 50% of the total market value of such 
products was charged to the hospital. Exhibit N-2 presents a 
detailed statement of this account. 


The adjusted hospital costs for 1954 as analyzed in Exhibit 
N, are therefore as follows:

In order that the information necessary to make this report 
may be readily available and to establish better control over 
accounts receivable, certain accounting procedures will be 
recommended to the superintendent. These will include the 
adoption of two loose leaf, columnar forms — one for recording 
hospital “charges” and the other hospital “cash receipts.” 


We believe that all uncollected hospital accounts should 
remain in the active accounts file until such time as they are 
ordered written off by the County Commissioners and then 
only after a thorough investigation of the individual cases. 
Conclusion: 


The provisions of Chapter 184 of the Laws of 1955, re- 
quire that the summary of findings and recommendations of 
this report shall be published in the next annual report of the 
County. If this is not done, the Tax Commission, at the ex- 
pense of the County, may cause the summary to be separately 
published and distributed or published in a newspaper having 
a general circulation in the County. 


The inclusion of Exhibits in the published report is 
optional with the County Commissioners. 


The appreciation and thanks of this Division is hereby ex- 
pressed to the officials of Coos County and their office staffs for 
the assistance rendered during the course of the audit.

To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners and the Tax 
Payers of Coos County: 


1955 has been a very productive year on the farm with excell- 
ent crops and high milk production, Over two hundred quarts 
of milk is used daily by the Institution and we produce all of 
our beef, pork, poultry and eggs used here. A _ considerable 
amount of surplus summer garden produce was stored in the 
deep freeze unit and we have made our own lard for cooking. 
This year, for the first time, the Experimental Orchard furn- 
ished apples for fall eating and some canning. 


The Hospital admitted 790 patients with an average stay of 
16 days. Average daily bed occupancy was 35 or 74%. ‘There 
were 176 births, 311 operations, 673 outpatient visits, 1081 lab- 
eratory tests, 507 X-rays and 32 blood transfusions, A new 
X-ray machine was purchased last June at a cost of $4,500.00. 


In the plant new laundry equipment was installed at a cost 
of $6,100.00. Both the X-ray and the laundry equipment were 
purchased from the budget without a special appropriation. 


General maintenance of the building has included new attic 
windows, storm windows in the nursery, remodeling of the calf 
barn, painting of the chapel, laundry, hospital diet kitchen, 
corridors and many rooms on all floors. Television sets have 
been installed in the House of Correction, the Inmate Women’s 
quarters and in the Inmate Men’s Recreation Room. At the 
present time new ceilings are being installed in the House of 
Correction and the walls are being painted. 


We wish to thank our Catholic Chaplain, Father Gilbert, and 
our Protestant Chaplain, Rev. Houseman, as well as other lo- 
cal clergy for their spiritual comfort, the many church and 
social groups who have given tray favors and gifts, and the 
friends of the Institution who have donated money, time, books, 
magazines and other gifts. 


We greatly appreciate the splendid cooperation we have re- 
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ceived from the Coos County Delegation, the County Com- 
missioners, our Doctors and Nursing Staff, all our Co-workers, 


friends and neighbors.
